WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
U.S. steel industry continued to­ 
day to parade its major leaders 
before the U.S. Tariff Commis­ 
sion to prove charges of dump­ 
ing on the domestic market by 
foreign steel producers. 
Henry 
Wallace, 
adm inistra­ 
tive vice president of the U.S. 
Steel Corporation, told the com­ 
mission that “ the foreign steel 
producers who enter the U. S. 
market offer nothing that is not 
available in quantity from do­ 
mestic 
steel 
producers.” 
He 
added in prepared testimony: 
“They offer no superior phy­ 
sical properties, no closer tol­ 
erances, no special features, no 
increased usefulness and make 
no claims for their product ex­ 
cept that it is manufactured to 
meet American specifications. 
They sell in the United States, 
Wallace said by “ under-pricing 
the domestic producer in what­ 
ever amount is necessary to 
take the customer’s order.” 
The steel industry is seeking 
administration support to end 
so-called dumping and to secure 
tariff reductions and the elimi­ 
nation of other trade barriers 
on U.S. steel exports in foreign 
countries. 
Domestic steel procurers also 
have urged that steel be exclud­ 
ed from the tariff-cutting nego­ 
tiations 
to 
begin 
in 
Geneva 
May 4. 
“ In my view, steel imports 
are now excessive and have al­ 
ready caused serious damage 
to our economy,” Wallace said. 
Robert E. Williams, executive 
ice president of the Youngs­ 
town Sheet and Tube Co., also 
opposed U.S. tariff concessions 
in steel at Geneva. 
American seamless steel pipe 
producers faced competitive dis­ 
advantages in meeting foreign 
competition, he said. 
These, he said, include the 
lower prices of foreign produc­ 
ers resulting in large part from 
lower wage rates, rebates be­ 
lieved to be made by govern­ 
ments of some foreign export­ 
ers, foreign governmental as­ 
sistance on long-term credit a r­ 
rangements 
and 
unfavorable 
freight differentials.
